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The Library of Trinity College, Dublin

of Queen Elizabeth I in 1591, and there is no doubt that 

the University should eventually consist of several con- 
stituent colleges. In fact, however, only one: ‘‘the College of the 
most Holy and Undivided Trinity of Queen Elizabeth, near 
Dublin” was built, and for more than 360 years Trinity has re- 
mained the sole college of the University. It was designed as an 
Anglican place of learning and for two centuries its members 
were subject to religious tests. But in 1793 the University antici- 
pated the English Universities by more than half a century when 
it threw open its doors to members of all religious communities; 
all religious tests were finally abolished in 1873 and it is now 
entirely undenominational. In 1904 the University of Dublin

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admitted women to degrees and was the first of the older uni- 
versities in the British Isles to do so. 

At this point, and in order to clear up a misunderstanding 
which often arises, it may be well to distinguish between the 
University of Dublin and the 2oth-century National University 
of Ireland. The latter has three constituent colleges: University 
College Dublin, University College Galway and University Col- 
lege Cork. The name of the first, University College Dublin, is 
unfortunate from the point of view of clarity, and it has led 
outsiders to confuse it with the University of Dublin, which is 
Trinity College. Popularly, in Ireland, the University of Dublin 
is known as ““Trinity”’; in Great Britain the expression ‘‘T.C.D.” 
is in general use; in both cases Dublin University would be more 
accurate. But when we think of the Library, the name Trinity 
College Library is universally used, though it is in reality a uni- 
versity rather than a college library. 

In the original college buildings, which now no longer exist, an 
upper storey in the main quadrangle was set aside for a library, 
but by 1600 only thirty books and manuscripts were catalogued. 
In the next year, two Fellows of the College, James Ussher 
(afterwards Archbishop of Armagh) and Luke Challoner went to 
London to buy books for the Library. Here they met and worked 
with Sir Thomas Bodley, and extant receipts of London book- 
sellers show that they spent several hundred pounds. In 1604 
about 4900 books were catalogued as in the Library which was 
equipped with ‘‘three tables upon frames, and six wainscott 
formes, a table of benefactours, twelve great mapps besides many 
of the lesser, four Dutch tables, a sceliton with taffety hangings 
and a table with two globes.” ‘The first keeper of the Library was 
Ambrose Ussher, who held the post from 1601 to 1605, and in- 
deed right down to the present day the librarianship has been the 
prerogative of one of the Fellows, a few of whom have had some 
aptitude but none professional qualifications. The great George 
Berkeley, afterwards Bishop of Cloyne, was appointed librarian 
in 1709. 

The first great accession to the Library was Archbishop Ussher’s 
own collection of some 10,000 volumes, besides MSS., which 
came in 1661. ‘These are works of Biblical scholarship, chronology 
and theology, but include some contemporary literature and 
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pamphlets; among the latter are his own marked copies of a few 
of the Frankfort Book Fair Catalogues. These books were not a 
bequest, as has often been thought. Because of the Civil War they 
were sent to England, but they did not escape seizure under the 
Parliamentary régime. An order was given that they were to be 
sold, but when it was seen that many might find their destination 
on the Continent, Cromwell forbade their export; at this moment 
John Selden stepped in, purchased the whole library and gen- 
erously gave it back to Ussher. On the Archbishop’s death in 
1656, the books passed to his daughter, Lady Tyrrell, from whom 
they were bought for Trinity by the Officers and men of the 
British Army serving in Ireland under the Protectorate. ‘They 
were housed in Dublin Castle until 1661, when they were at last 
given to the College Library by order of the Irish Parliament. 

Other, smaller, collections were received in the seventeenth 
century, and in 1710 was completed the first printed catalogue of 
the library, listing some 10,000 books. It is doubtful, however, 
whether this catalogue contains the whole stock of the library; it 
seems to contain a selection of what were considered the more 
important books. In the meantime, the first catalogue of manu- 
scripts had been compiled in 1688. ‘The early years of the eight- 
eenth century witnessed a growing demand for more spacious 
accommodation, both for books and readers, and the architect 
Thomas Burgh was commissioned to draw up plans for a new 
building on a grand scale. With the Irish Parliament providing 
the money, the foundation stone of the present building was laid 
in 1712, and in a little less than twenty years it was completed. 
Burgh’s plan, like that of Sir Christopher Wren’s at Trinity 
College Cambridge, was based on the principle that the books 
should be housed in a long room constructed on top of an open 
colonnade. In this way they would be protected from possible 
damage by water from the river Liffey, which is nearby and 
which in the past had been responsible for a certain amount of 
inundation of the site on which the College stands. 

The library building is about 275 feet long, 50 feet wide and 
65 feet high. The Long Room, standing on the 15-foot high 
colonnade, is 210 feet in length and 48 feet in height. There is an 
entrance hall at the west end and a fine wide wooden stairway 
leading to the Room above. A lecture room (no longer used for 
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that purpose) was also provided at each end of the building. The 
books were all originally housed in the Long Room, which has 
twenty-one bays on each side, and in these the readers were 
accommodated. The ceiling was at first quite flat and decorated, 
as shown in James Malton’s engraving of 1796, which also illus- 
trates the bays, lined with books and the benches in them. 

Books continued to accumulate during the eighteenth century: 
4000 came from Archbishop Palliser’s collection in 1726; 13,000 
from Claudius Gilbert’s library in 1736 and fifty years later 
Edmund Burke, who, like Oliver Goldsmith and Jonathan Swift, 
had been one of ‘[rinity’s distinguished graduates of that century, 
persuaded Sir John Sebright to donate his Celtic manuscripts to 
the library. All the manuscripts were housed separately at the 
east end of the Long Room above the lecture room. 

To its eighteenth century builders this magnificent library 
must have seemed more than adequate to accommodate books 
and readers for many generations to come, yet in little more than 
a hundred years pressure on space began, and has continued to 
grow with ever increasing momentum until, at the present day, 
the building is almost as full as it can possibly be. Books crowded 
the readers out more than twenty years ago, and since 1937 they 
have been accommodated in an octagonal reading-room specially 
built and close to the main building; the manuscript collection, 
moved from the east end to the west-end lecture room, have now 
been rehoused in an adjacent observatory which has been re- 
constructed as a MSS. reading-room. 

The reason for this rapid growth of the Library’s collections is 
that, as an outcome of the Act of Union in 1801, Trinity College 
Library became entitled to receive free of charge a copy of every 
book published in Great Britain and Ireland, and in spite of 
political changes, and by continuing legislation, this privilege is 
still held. (By reciprocal legislation enacted by the Irish Govern- 
ment, the British “‘copyright’’ libraries receive in like manner 
copies of books published in the Republic, but the quantity is 
very small when compared with the output of the British pub- 
lishing houses.) 

To provide the accommodation required for the increasing 
intake of books, the first change made in the Long Room was to 
convert the reader’s benches in the bays into book-stacks. Then 
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in 1858, the ceiling was raised, a new and higher roof built, 
interior barrel-vaulting constructed and tall bookshelves were 
installed in the galleries which run above the bays. The Long 
Room then took on its present appearance. Forty years later, in 
1898, the open colonnade which, in the event, had proved un- 
necessary as a protection against flood waters, was walled in and 
glazed to provide an adequate reading-room and more storage 
space for books. 

It is interesting to note that the main stages of the library’s 
development are reflected in the location of its books. Those up 
to about 1840 are on the Long Room level; those from then to 
the late 1890’s are shelved in the galleries, and the twentieth- 
century books are in the enclosed colonnade below the Long 
Room. The books are not classified, but each one is given its fixed 
location press-mark signifying the number of the stack, the shelf 
and its number on the shelf. This arrangement means that no 
reader can find books on his subject shelved together, but since 
the books are arranged by size, the maximum number are ac- 
commodated in any given stack, and the shelves are filled up with 
books of equal size before empty shelves are utilised. 

The lecture room at the east end was long ago taken over for 
newspapers and state papers; the room above, which was the 
eighteenth century MSS. room, has housed, since 1802, the 
famous Fagel library of 40,000 books. ‘This collection was made 
by the Dutch diplomatist and public servant Henry Fagel, secre- 
tary to the States of the United Provinces. It was confiscated by 
Napoleon when he invaded the Netherlands in 1794-5 but Fagel, 
who was in England at the time, recovered it and brought it to 
London for a sale at Christie’s. A catalogue was prepared and the 
auction was planned to last thirty days. ‘The books were however 
bought for the college as a single lot for £8000 by the ‘Trustees of 
the Erasmus Smith schools out of surplus money belonging to 
that charity. The Fagel collection is, of course, strong in Dutch 
state papers, but there are some fine botanical books beautifully 
illuminated in gold, and coloured, and other illustrated books of 
natural history, as well as a few MSS. and incunabula. 

Trinity College Library now contains about 3000 manuscripts 
and well over 800,000 printed books. A printed catalogue of the 
latter was published in nine volumes between 1864-1887; acces- 
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sions subsequent to this catalogue are entered in a slip catalogue 
which now runs to about 400 volumes. Catalogues of the manu- 
scripts and of the incunabula, of which the library possesses about 
550, were published at the beginning of the century. Since 1801 
the library has been a repository of British books on all subjects, 
but its earlier collections are strongest in theology, history, the 
classics and Irish history and language; yet science and medicine 
were not neglected. In addition to the Fagel library mentioned 
above, two other smaller collections are worthy of mention: the 
group of some 100 very choice books including incunabula, 
renaissance MSS., fine bindings and finely printed books be- 
queathed by Henry George Quin in 1805. Among these is a 
magnificent Theuerdanck on vellum. The other collection is a fine 
and representative assemblage of modern Californian printed 
books, which was presented to the library in memory of Albert 
M. Bender. 

Picking out interesting or valuable printed books for special 
mention is an invidious task, but before proceeding to the manu- 
scripts, among which is the library’s chief glory, a note may be 
taken of Caxton’s Dictes and Sayings of the Philosophers (1477), a 
1523 Sallust containing the signature of Mary Queen of Scots, a 
first folio Shakespeare in which, even though the last leaf is in 
manuscript and a few others are mounted, the College obtained 
a good bargain when it was bought in 1806 for twenty and a half 
guineas, a first edition of Harvey’s Evxercitatzo (1628), and first 
editions of Copernicus, Tycho Brahe, Galileo and Kepler. ‘There 
is a copy of the first book printed in Ireland: The Book of Common 
Prayer, Dublin, Powell, 1551, numerous other Irish-printed books, 
and many noteworthy examples of eighteenth-century Dublin 
bindings. 

The library’s chief glory is, of course, the world-famous Book 
of Kells, one of the most remarkable and richly decorated books 
of all time and certainly the greatest extant Irish paleographic 
and artistic monument. This manuscript of the Gospels in Latin 
dates from the end of the eighth century, and is so named from 
the town in which it was kept (first in the medieval Columban 
monastery and then in the parish church) right down to the 
middle of the seventeenth century when, having been sent to 
Dublin as an act of the Cromwellian government, it came to 
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Trinity College about the same time as Archbishop Ussher’s 
books. Amongst Ussher’s MSS. there are early Irish codices of 
the Gospels, one seventh-century and one late eighth-century, 
and a martyrology and psalter written and illuminated about 
1079 at St. David’s in Wales. Other remarkable Irish MSS. of the 
Gospels include the Book of Mulling (seventh-century), the Book 
of Dimma (eighth century), and the superb late seventh-century 
Book of Durrow which is the earliest known fully illuminated 
example of a Celtic MS. Mention must also be made of the Book 
of Armagh, written in 807 by the scribe Ferdomnach, which is the 
only known example of the entire Latin New ‘Testament as read 
in Celtic churches and which provides also in a Vita et Confessio 
S. Patricii, the earliest source of the legends associated with him; 
the eleventh-century Liber Hymnorum, and the twelfth-century 
Book of Leinster, the third earliest known non-ecclesiastical 
manuscript written entirely in the Irish language. In the manu- 
scripts collection there are other early Irish MSS. of medicine, 
law and history, medieval Latin MSS., and many other docu- 
ments and papers important for Irish history and literature. There 
is also a large collection of the late Flinders Petrie’s papyri. 

Trinity College Library is intended primarily for the use of 
members and students of the College, but visiting scholars are 
admitted by authority of the Vice-Provost. ‘Those, too, who have 
need to see any copyright book which is not available elsewhere 
in Dublin can become temporary readers. Books may not be 
borrowed except by members of the teaching staff, and then only 
under bond of indemnity, and only such members have access to 
the stacks. The public is freely admitted to the Long Room, 
which is very properly one of the sights of Dublin, for here the 
Book of Kells and two or three of the other great Irish MSS. are 
permanently on display, together with other books and manu- 
scripts featured in periodic special exhibitions.

12 to 21 in Kentfield; 22 in Cap d’Antibes, France; 23 in 
Kentfield. Numbers 10, 11, 13, 15, 18, 22, 23 (and all future 
books) were printed on a handpress. Number 21 was designed at 
The Allen Press, but the printing, binding and publishing were 
done by Mallette Dean while the Allens were living in France. 
All books were hand-set except numbers 6, 7, and 20; all were 
printed on all-rag paper, and handmade when it is so stated; all 
were bound in boards, usually by Dorothy Allen; and all titles 
were published by the Allens except where specified. (All titles 
are out of print.)

Exhibition Notes 


THE CLUB will have an opening on Monday, March 21, to honor Saul and Lillian 
Marks and their Plantin Press—the printers of the Club’s Spring book, A Year 
of American Travel—with a selective exhibition of their printing. 

This unusual man-and-wife team has been doing fine and notable printing 
for 29 years in Los Angeles. ‘The exhibition will include books printed by them 
for The Limited Editions Club of New York, The Huntington Library, for 
Dawson’s and Jake Zeitlin and many noted private editions that have earned 
the press an international reputation. This show will last until May 6. 


Again, and for the fourth successive year, the Club had the pleasure of first 
showing in the Bay Area the Nineteenth Annual Rounce & Coffin Club’s 
Western Book Exhibition, from February 15 to March 4. All of the Club’s books 
for the year 1959 were represented in the selection. 
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Exhibit at the California Ffistorical Soctety 


ON FEBRUARY 11th the Society held an open house for their splendid Japanese 
Centennial Exhibit, commemorating the arrival of the first Japanese ambassador 
to this country. Among the many fine prints on display is a complete set of the 
illustrations for the Club’s recent Christmas book, Figure Prints of Old Japan. 
All members of the Book Club were invited to the open house. Those who were 
unable to attend may still visit the Society’s quarters at 2090 Jackson St., where 
the exhibit will be on display until March 2oth. 

At its annual meeting the Society honored the Book Club with an Award 
of Merit. 


Serendipity 


THE GROLIER Cus, dean of book collectors’ clubs in this country, celebrated 
its 75th anniversary last year. ‘To commemorate the event the Club has issued 
a volume entitled Grolier 75, a Bibliographical Retrospective . . .. handsomely printed 
in a limited edition by The Spiral Press in New York. 

It is difficult to review a book of this nature. Here are 75 biographies of 
persons each in his way a famous name in the history of book-collecting and 
each deserving of individual mention. [0 give such mention is manifestly 
beyond the scope of any review. One can only whet the appetite of readers by 
sampling the table of contents. It reads like a roll-call of Titans. William Loring 
Andrews, Bemis, Cortlandt Bishop, Chew, William Andrews Clark, Jr., Wilber- 
force Eames, Folger, Huntington, Herschel V. Jones, the Morgans, A. Edward 
Newton, Widener, Carroll Wilson—these are but a few of the collectors and 
scholars, all one-time members of the Grolier Club, who have made bibliophilic 
history in the past 75 years. 

The choice of subject was probably not too difficult—most of the names cried 
for inclusion—but in picking the author to write each biography, the right man 
for the right job, must indeed have been a task. The editorial committee is to 
be congratulated on their selection. 

For all bibliophiles and those interested in the history of collecting in this 
country, Grolier 75 is required—and very pleasant—reading. $15.00 D. M. 


THE LONG OVERDUE and much looked-for Memoir of William Addison Dwiggins 
(more familiarly known as WAD) is at last nearing completion by the Typo- 
philes. This book promises to be, as Paul Bennett writes, “*. . . one of the very 
best we have published.” 

There are fourteen contributors in these two volumes—men and women who 
knew and worked with WAD all of his creative life. These reminiscences run 
the gamut from the early days of the Boston typographical renaissance by Carl 
Purington Rollins through the long Dwiggins-Alfred Knopf association (the 
latter’s contribution, by the way, was thought so much a part of the American 
publishing scene that it was excerpted for the Golden Anniversary issue of 
Esquire), to his work for The Limited Editions Club as remembered by Helen 
Macy. His later work as a type designer is described by the last of the great 
American typographical designers, Rudolph Ruzicka. His former pupil- 
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apprentice and later working partner, Dorothy Abbe, completes the biblio- 
graphy. 

Dwiggins has left a ‘“‘lasting impress on the pages of our time,”’ and these two 
volumes serve as a fitting monument to this great typographical designer- 
craftsman. It is a “‘must”’ in any library.

THE CLUB’S LIBRARY has received three books from their respective authors. 
Success Is No Accident, Merle Armitage’s biography of William Paul Whitsett, 
builder of the Colorado River Aqueduct and the city of Van Nuys, represents 
the first publication of Mr. Armitage’s Manzanita Press. A Reminiscence (of the 
Parker H. French Expedition through Texas and Mexico to California in the 
Spring of 1850) by M. Baldridge was prepared for the Zamorano Club by John 
B. Goodman III and Gordon J. Holmquist and includes an introduction by 
Mr. Goodman. Ranchos of California, compiled with an introduction by Robert 
G. Cowan and published by the Academy Library Guild of Fresno, includes 
a list of 670 ranchos with their locations and the names of grantees and claimants, 
indexes and a glossary of relevant Spanish words. 


LAWRENCE CLARK POWELL, member of the Book Club and librarian at the 
University of California, Los Angeles, has published a new volume of his 
personal essays called Books in My Baggage (Price $4.50). The book is divided 
into four sections: ‘‘First Person Bibliographical,’ ‘‘Bookman in Britain,”’ 
‘‘Three Americans” (Robinson Jeffers, Henry Miller and J. Frank Dobie) and 
‘*‘Landscape with Books.” The last section should be of particular interest to 
western readers since it discusses western literature in relation to its setting: 
“To me Death Valley means McTeague rather than Manly, and the eastern 
side of the Sierra is the Land of Little Rain, not many rockets.”? Mr. Powell’s 
general purpose is to tell other readers about the satisfaction he has derived 
‘from a life in which reading and living have become inseparably blended.” 


OF GREAT INTEREST to those concerned with fine printing is the announcement 
that the Laboratory Press will be re-established at the Carnegie Institute of 
Technology, Pittsburgh. It will be directed by Jack Werner Stauffacher, a noted 
San Francisco printer who has produced books and designed other items for the 
Club. The Laboratory Press was established 1923 by Porter Garnett, and before 
its demise in the mid-thirties became internationally famous for its methods in 
teaching both sound craftsmanship and design. Garnett used the handpress 
and dampened paper as the medium to convey the ultimate in printing; and 
we understand that Professor Stauffacher will also use this method, so that the 
students of the Laboratory Press may again produce those monuments of the 
printer’s art. 


WHEN IT COMEs to graphic arts journals, the English seem to manage these 
things better than we. Your editors have at hand Book Design and Production, 
a new (1958) quarterly edited by James Moran in London. That its scope is 
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international is especially evident in a recent issue which contains two lengthy 
features on our San Francisco designer-printers Adrian Wilson and Henry 
Evans. The former, assisted by his actress-wife Joyce Lancaster Wilson, is 
represented by the first part of his 1958-59 European journey—a definitive sort 
of safari into the heart of typographical and printing sources in Europe. (This 
seems to be an unexpurgated version of his journal which appeared in the 
News-Letter.) The article on Henry Evans details his founding of the Peregrine 
Press in San Francisco, and his noteworthy achievements. One of the illustra- 
tions, from his portfolio The Hand Press, shows a handsome Columbian press 
which artist Rick Barton engraved using the Club’s press as model. Incidentally, 
those concerned with quality book production and the art thereof will wish to 
subscribe to this impressive journal: 110 Fleet Street, London, E.C. 4—35 
shillings per year. 


PARALLELING THE ACCELERATED tempo of living, we note a sharply increasing 
interest in printing for pleasure. Although not an Ivory Tower complete with 
moat, it does give many men the opportunity for relaxation and creativity with 
mind and hand. The Club continually receives, and heartily welcomes the 
products from these private presses. Many of them are impeccably done, and 
show a certain zest and warmth which no commercial job can duplicate. For 
example, there is the New York Chappel, one of the most active small clubs 
of “‘printers-for-fun.”’ (Another “‘chappel’’ is active on the San Francisco pen- 
insula.) In December, the New York Chappel issued an unusually clever 1960 
calendar in which each page, or month, was produced by a member printer. 

In the San Francisco area, there are a score or more of private presses giving 
evidence of originality, craftsmanship and scholarship. Many are members of 
the Book Club; many issue booklets at Christmastime for friends of the press. 
James D. Hart of The Hart Press, Berkeley, printed two early stories by Ernest 
Hemingway—which had appeared previously only in The Toronto Star. Wm. 
P. Barlow, Jr., at his Nova Press in Piedmont expertly produced “‘The Adver- 
tisement from Love Verses,”’ a fascinating bit of whimsey. 


FRoM THE AruNDO Press in Berkeley, Fred Thomas, Jr. has just issued No. 15 
of Far Afield, a journal tastefully designed and well printed. There is also the 
Wilmac Press in San Mateo, from which J. Wilson McKenney has just issued 
a sprightly type-specimen booklet. And Gene M. Tansey of The Underground 
Press in San Francisco published a pamphlet The Simmering Sixties, or Three 
Sheets In the Wind, a bit of riotous verse by the printer. Finally, we have the 
“old pro,” Amadeo R. ‘Tommasini, who privately produces each Christmas a 
notable text, handsomely designed. 


The Crooked Lines of God by Brother Antoninus (William Everson), just received, 
is the first of the Contemporary Poets Series being published by The University 
of Detroit. Brother Antoninus, a lay brother of the Dominican Order at St. 
Albert’s College in Oakland, is nationally known both for his verse and his 
printing. Although he designed the present book, and it shows his exceptional 
skill, it was printed by the members of the college.
